The Royal Golden Anniversary Cele- 
brated With Much Pomp. 


King Christian Receives Proofs of 
His Subjects’ Affection. 


Malve New Premier Barely Gets a Vote 
‘of Confidence—The Atchison Bond 
Issue Approved in London—For- 
eign Flashes,

Copznuacsyx, May 26.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Today being the 
golden anniversary of the wedding of 
King Christian and Queen Louise, the 
culmination of the fete was reached. 
At an early hour this morning all the 
church belis in the city rang out joyous 
peals; bands were playing in every di- 
rection and all parts of the city were 
gay with decorations. Soon after, all 
the chorus societies proceeded to the 
palace and serenad the royalties. 
King Christian lifted up his great grand- 
child, Prince George, infant of the 
Crown Prince of Greece, stepped ont on 
the balcony and thanked the singers. 


At 10 o’clock there was a grand pro- 


cession of royal personages to the 
Christianburg Church where divine ser- 
vices were held. The procession in- 


cluded the King and Queen of Denmark, 
Czar and Czarina, King and Queen of 
Greece, Prince and Princess of Wales, 
Duke and Duchess of Cumberland and a 
number of lesser note. The route to 
the church was literally packed with 
humanity and the wildest enthusiasm 
prevailed. Dozens of nen 
triumphal arches spanned the roadway? 
every one of them a triumph of design 
and art. 


The scene in the church was a most- 


brilliant one and the service, which 
was entirely musical, lasted about an 
hour. On the way back to the palace 
the procession was halted to receive 
addresses presented by various deputa- 
tions and municipal authorities. King 
Christian was deeply moved and 
warmly expressed his thanks. 

At high noon, the King and Queen 
received ‘a Parliamentary delegation, 
the entire body, with the -exception of

CALIFORNIA VEGETABLES 


Information for Growers for the 
Eastern Markets. 


When the Various Lines are Most in De- 
mand—Strictly First-class Articles 
are Always Marketable—Other 

Points of Interest, * 


Some time ago the Chamber of Com- 
merce, acting on the suggestion of sev- 
eral of its members who were engaged 
in the business of raising winter vege- 
tables for the Eastern market, addressed 
a letter to the Southern California Rail- 
road Company, asking for information 
as to the time when the various lines of 
produce would be most in demand and 
how they could be most advantageously 
shipped. The answer received, which 
was a digest of much information ob- 
tained through the Eastern agents ot 
the company from dealers in vegetables, 
is considered of sufficient value to offer 
to the newspapers of Southern Califor- 
nia for publication, in order that the 
growers of winter vegetables may pro- 
ceed with more intelligence and also 
that others may be induced to go into a 
line of work which may at some future 
time contribute largely to the pros per- 
ity ot this section. 


The suggestions offered by the er 


company read as follows: 

The trade in winter vegetables com- 
mences between December 15 and January 
1 and lasis until about April 30. This does 
not include potatoes of which we shall speak 
later. Hitherto it has been supplied largely 
from the Bermuda Islands, but latterly this 
‘supply has been supplanted by shipments 
from Ouba. If the Southern California 
producers will arrange to have their crops 
so planted that they may be brought to 
market early in the period above stated, 
there is no doubt that they can be cr ge et 
of profitably against the imported cro 
‘which is longer in transportation and su 
jected to additional exposure, trafisfers and 
handling. By means of the through fast 
freight refrigerator service now provided 
to shippers from the Pacific Coast, these 
products can be placed in the markets of 
our large Eastern cities in almost us fresh 
a condition as when packed. 

The following points may be 11 
considered by both growers and packers. 
Judgment must be used in the selection of 
the character of the seed, a lack of which, 
as has been explained in the past, is a suffi- 
cientreason why Southern alifornia pro- 
ducts have been unable to compet: with the 
Southern sup Pp! 

Southern ifornia green peas in 1 
cago, April 22, 1892, sold for 25 cents 
crate. The crate was of the best mate 
similar tothe crate used in packing peas 
from the South, but the peas were dead, 
tasteless and void of the squeaky sound 
that the Southern pea has when ee 
vhich in the same market could be found 
for comparison. The reason is stated to be 

that the Southern California pea was a 
common variety, not selected, instead of a 
sweet table pea which is in demand. ‘and is 
the variety su ee from the South. The 
same point will apply to other vegetables. 

Again, it is claimed that a full carload of 
green ‘Pegetables all of one variety, will 
spoilin from five to six days, even though 
they do not heat. In order to avoid this, 
the car should be made up ef mixed 
shipments—beans, peas, tomatoes, cau- 
liflower, etc. The package preferred * 
the commission men is one-third, one-half 
and bushel crates, as are now in use here. 
. Cauliflower and cabbage should be 


al, 


packed two and one-half to three dozen to 
It should be borne in mind that 


the crate. 
none of the larger Western cities, not even 
Chicago, are able to dis of an entire 
carload shipment of any single vegetable 
to advantage, hence the recommendation 
for mixe carloads. 

The Southern California 13 crop is 
next in order. The demand is reported to 
be favorable for growers and packers in 
‘this section as regards both quality and 

rices, and as the business is already mov- 
ing, the suggestion is presented that ship- 
pers exercise care in selecting and in ship- 
ping the various sizes. and varieties sepa- 
rately. Good marketable potatoes only 
should be packed. 

It is stated on good authority that last 


season Southern California was driven 


from the market by Southern competition, 
atleast two or three weeks earlier than 
would have been the case had proper at- 
tention been paid to those points. Care 
should also be taken that potatoes are not 
shipped wet, as they heat and spoil in a 
verv short period, and the trade —— sus- 
picious, 2 low sales and poor prices re- 
ult. 


It should not be overlooked that you are 


shipping to an educated market, and that 


strictly

information and with a view to improve 
the reputation of Southern California pro-

Chief Glass and Oran dallis attorney 
were waiting for the detective, who has 
been on the Buffalo force twenty-five 
years, and after a short consultation 
the chief made his way to Cratidall’s 
cell and informed that strange being 
that Capt. Diehl had arrived and wanted 
to see him. 

Does he wish to take me to Buffalo?” 
asked-Crandall, turning as pale as a 
ghost. 
es, he is here for that purpose, as 
you have been thoroughly identified,”’ 
and the chief told him what Mr. Tolles 
had to say about him. The chief ex- 
plained the nature of Crandall's crime, 
and told him that it occurred so long 
ago that his punishment is apt to be 
se light, even if heis convicted at

“Very well, I am ready to go out with

been allowed to see a newspaper since 
he was arrested and he did not know up 

to yesterday morning that anything has 
been said about his case. The chief,ex- 
plained to him that the matter was kept 
way from the papers as long as possi- 
ble, but it could be suppressed no lon- 
ger, and Crandall was’ made acquainted 
with what has been said. 

Crandall was considerably worried 
when he learned that his name bas been 
in print, but he controlled himself, and 
after asking the chief again to keep re- 
porters away from him he was escorted 
to the private office, where his attorney 
and Capt. Diehl were in waiting. 

Diehl's eyes took the supposed dead 

man’s body in from head to foot quicker 
than a flash and he almost instantly re- 
marked: 

„That is the man.“ He then ex- 
amined Crandall’s head and neck and 
. found the marks that were known to be 

on his body when he disappeared. His 
left shoe was then removed and the 
scar from an ax wound was found as 
plain as day. 

Well, Crandall,’ coolly remarked 
remarked Capt. Diehl, you have fooled 
us for a long time, but the game is up 
at last.“ Crandall simply smiled and 

seemed cooler than he has been since 
arrested, He refused to admit that he 


is the man wanted, but he asked several“ 


questions about his Buffalo wife, and re- 
marked: 
„If you have a wife for me back there 
I should like very much to see her. 
Not only that, I think a trip East will 
do me good. Iam anxious to have this 
thing cleared up, and as my attorney 
tells me there is no danger, I am 
anxious and willing to. go at once. 
There is no necessity to wait for the 
requisition papers to arrive, as I will 
go without papers and will give you no 
trouble Whatever.“ Crandall chatted 
for quite a while with his attorney and 
the omoars, and was then returned to 
room. 


after Crandall had returned 


to his cell he asked that Mrs. B. B. Wil- 
son, who Hves on the old Mission road, 

‘a short distance out of the city, be sent 

for. He said he was very anxious to 
‘see Mrs. Wilson before he goes East. 
A few minutes later the woman he 


“wanted to see appeared at the central 


station and asked to be allowed to see 
Crandall, 

When questioned she stated that she 
has known Crandall for several years 
past as B. B. Wilson, and that she knew 
‘him at Newhall, where he lived up toa 
few weeks ago, when he was taken sick 
and had to 10 to the county hospital. 
When asked if he is her husband she re- 
plied that he is simply a friend. 

Mrs. Wilson isthe mother of Jessie 
Marshall, the girl who sued Jacob Tay- 
lor for seduction a year ago. The peo- 
ple of Newhall have believed the couple 
te be man and wife and thought Jessie 
Marshall Crandall's stepdaughter. 
Crandall has gone by several aliases, 
‘but he was generally known as Bryant 

or Wilson. He entered the hospital as 
Wilson and has claimed ever since his 
arrest that his name is Wilson, 

Mrs. Wilson was not allowed to see 
Crandall until late in the afternoon, 
and then only in the presence of an offi- 
cer.

PEFFER’S PET PLA NNx. 
Government Loans to Save the Homes of 
Hardy Grangers. 

WasHINGTON, May 26.—([By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Peffer intro- 
duced a bill today to increase the cur- 
rency provided fer circulation, reduce 
rates of interest and establish a bureau 
of loans. It provides for a bureau of 
loans within the Treasury Department 
to be conducted by three commissioners. 
The bureau is to establish loan agencies 
atthe capital of every State and Terri- 
tory. The business of these agencies 
shall be to lend money to the people. 
No loan shall be less than $100 nor 
more than $2000 to any person or fam- 
ily and no loan shall be granted except 
to buy or save a home. 

Funds to carry out the act are to be 
provided by the issue of Treasury notes 
to the amount of $1.50 for every dol- 
lar’s worth of gold and silver coin and 


bullion belonging to the United States. 
The bill prohibits banks or corporations 
from taking more than 5 per cent. in- 
terest, or 4 per cent. where the loan 
extends over a year.

Denial of Everything.

The trial of the case against Dr. B. F. 
Bragg, charged with having forged the 
signature of Henry Vejar toa public 

record, was resumed before Judge Smith 
anda jury in Department One yester- 
day, the courtroom being crowded with 
spectators, as on the preceding day. 
The cross-examination of Mrs. Espe- 
ranza B. de Abila, the female defendant, 
which consumed the whole of the morn- 
ing and part of the afternoon, was of a 
very searching nature, and the witness, 
when finally excused, left thestand with 
evident relief. She contradicted her- 
self on several material points under 
the cross-questioning of counsel for the 
prosecution, and to a certain extent 
effaced the good impression she had 
made when court adjourned on Wednes- 
day afternoon. ; 

She was. followed by George M. 
Berger, a barber, who was called to 
show that Henry Vejar was away from 
the shop at Washington Gardens several 
times between the months of May and 
November, 1891, although Vejar had 
sworn that he was there during that 
time. 

W. F. X. Parker was called for the 
purpose of showing that during the 
Gibson administration pens and ink 
were used ordinarily in the Recorder’s 
office, and that the incumbent had made 
an innovation in issuing an order for- 
bidding their use. 

Encarnacion Sanchez through the 
medium of F. A. Thompson, the official 
interpreter, testified briefly to a few 
minor points, and at 4:15 the defend- 
ant, B. F. Bragg, was called to the wit- 
ness stand to testify in his own behalf.

THE BILL WATER SUPPLY 


Enough: Furnished for Domestic 
| Purposes. 


The Situation as to Fire Protection 
but Little Changed. | 


Receiver Kays Says He is Doing His 
for the People. 


Has to Contend— The Reported Re- 
organization Said to Have 
Fallen Through. 


‘There has been some improvement in 
the water situation in the hill districts. 
The people now have enough of the 
fluid, such as it is, for domestic pur- 
poses, but they ace still without protec- 
tion againt flre, except such as is af- 
forded by the chemical engine, and the 


immediate prospect of anything being 
done for their relief. For some weeks 
past there has been more or less talk 
about a reorganization of the Citizens’ 
Water Company, when enough new cap- 
ital would be put into meet the require- 
ments of the situation. On statements 
to this effect the Council allowed the 
six months notice of forfeiture to lapse, 
and now it is reported that the negotia- 
tions have fallen through and that noth- 
ing whatever is to be done—at least 
until the first mortgage bondholders 
foreclose, when the receiver will sell 
the whole plant at auction to the high- 
est bidder and the few owners will then 
decide on their plan of action. 

A Timms reporter yesterday inter- 
viewed Receiver Kavs, when that gen- 
tleman stated that he was doing every- 
thing in his power to furnish the people 
with water, but that there were man 
difficulties in the way, and it was uphill 
work. He said that there is now enough 
water in the reservoir to give them a 
start, andif there is no further acci- 
deut, he hopes to at least give consum- 
ers enough water for domestic purposes. 

When asked why advantage was not 
taken of the offer of the City Water 


| Company, Mr. Kays frankly stated that 


it was because hedid not have money to 
pay forit. In the first place 2800 feet 
of cast-iron pipe is needed to make the 
connection, then an engine for pumping 
purposes, after which the water taken 
would have to be paid for, and he did 
not know how the money could be raised. 
He did not have it in his possession, 
nor would the income of the company 
justify such an outlay. As it is, he is 
paying the City Water Company $500 
a month for the water taken at the Col- 
lege street connection. In addition to 
this there is the expense of fuel and 
labor for pumping, the entire cost run- 
ning up to $1200 to $1500 per month. 
This amount, with the regular operat- 
ing expenses of the system, about takes 
up the entire revenue and leaves noth- 
ing for 2 improvements. Many 
of the pipes and mains are of sheet-iron 
and will not stand pressure. Besides, 


increased service required, and these 
will have to be replaced before the de- 
mands can be met. A break may occur 
at any time, as many of the sheet - iron 
pipes are almost worn out, and, in this 
case, all he could do would be to notify 
the people, and ask them to be as sav- 
ing with the water as possible, until the 
damage could be repaired.

_ Considerable space has been devoted 
lately in these columns to a description of 
water developments hereabouts, the build- 
ing of storage reservoirs, etc. This seems 
a proper time to give our sewer system its 
proper share of attention in view of the 


fact that, after nearly five years of expen- 
sive litigation, 


the matter has been 
adjusted on afriendly basis at little cost 
and without arousing unpleasant animosi- 


ties since the Council was elected in 1890, 


a majority of whose members are still in 
office, and chiefly through the untiring and 
intelligent efforts of City Attorney Arthur. 

Between four and five years ago, when 
the city was yet young, the people voted 
bonds to the amount of $192,000, of which 
$50,000 was to apply toa fire system and 
$142,000 tothe sewer system. The inter- 
est.was fixed at 5 per cent. payable annu- 


ally, conditions which did not create af 


furore for the bonds. As a result they 
have since actually been sold below their 
par value asa matter of necessity, by a 
method that is simply an evasion of the 
law. The sewer farm south of Alhambra, 
consisting of 300 acres, was purchased for 
$37,500. The Pacific Sewerage Company. 
the prime mover of which we un- 
Gerstand now languishes in a_ cell 
in a Pennsylvania penitentiary, for 
defrauding a widow, came to the front. 
This company received no less than 
$10,000 worth of bonds for promising to 
float $150,000 worth of bonds and take 


care of the sewage deposited on the farm 


for a period of ten years. The last part of 
their contract was easy, for as yet no séw- 
age has been deposited on the farm, and 
the company made the first part easier still 
by simply forgetting that they had ever 
promised to float any bonds except their 
own, which were soon fionted all right. In 


the meanwhile the interior sewer system 


had been laid at considerable expense, the 
contractors being Houlahan & Griffith, and 
extended to the San Gabriel Valley rallroad 
tracks in Alhambra, except in front of five 
lots, where the city was enjoined. Seem- 
ingly endless litigation was entered upon, 
and many a fat attorney’s fee was paid out- 
side of town. 
It was in this state that the serious prob- 
lem was shouldered upon the Councilelected 
in 1890, com d of T. P. Lukens, mayor; 
, Capt, C. M. Simpson, 
it is 


manner in which it has been. solved 
through these gentlemén and their efficient 
attorney, W.E. Arthur. It our “memory 
serves us correctly at the very first meet- 


“ing of this body the policy of the new ad- 


ministration on the sewer question was out- 
lined in a resolution which provided that 


no further funds be expended on the sew- 
ers except to obtain a 


perpetual right-of- 
way from the sewer system to the sewer 
farm. This was no easy task. Prior to 
this time the Alhambrans had been antag- 
onized, and whenever a man refused to 
grant a right-of-way across his property he 
was hauled into court in order to make him 
come to time. This naturally ptt our 
neighbors to the southward in a bad humor. 
One or two of the cases got up into the Su- 
preme Cougt, and although the decisions 
were in favor of Pasadena they were ap- 
pealed, and if the matter had been tought 
out on these lines it would have been two 
years before it would have been decided 
and then possibly against the city. 

Mr. Arthur adopted different tacticts al- 
together. His idea was to settle the matter 
outside of court and he has done it by 
reasoning and not in 8 to coerce. 
In the first place Houlahan & Griffith were 
persuaded to surrender their contract for 
the completion of the work. This was done 
for the reason that the paper was alto- 
gether in favor of the _ contractors, 
and the same work can, now be 
done at a third less, wages and material be. 
ing that much lower now than when the 


‘contract was drawn up. In the next place, 


after being robbed of $10,000 by the Pa- 
cific Sewerage Company, and that institu- 
tion having been found to be insolvent as 
well as having totally failed to live up to 
the conditions of its contract. immediate 
possession was taken of the sewer farm. 
That was the second point gained. Then 
the attorney started out to secure a right- 
of-way straight to the sewer farm. and to. 
day this long-desired result has been at- 
tained, not through the courts, but on an 
amicable basis. The chief parties with 
whom he had to do were Mr. Bishop, a 


‘leading lawyer of San Francisco and Mr. 


Mayberry. These gentlemen own proper: 

between the Southern Pacific station at Al. 
hambra and the sewer farm. A right-of. 
way through these lands was obtained for 


- $6000, all but $1000 goes to Mr. Bishop. 


By this arrangement a direet line is 
secured, along which the pipes can be laid 
for $1000 less, including the above sums 
paid for right-of-way, than along the route 
as originally surveyed, which is much 
longer. Mr. Bishop and Mr. Mayberry be- 
ing won over, the citizens of Alhambra 
were approached inthe same way anda 
complete right-of-way had soon been ob. 
tained, except in front of three lots, the 
owners of which it has been impossible to 
find. Sewer pipes have since been laid in 
front of these three lots. All now that re. 
mains isto lay the rest of the pipe from 
the San Gabriel track to the farm, and as 
sufficient bonds remain unsold to pay for 
this work, there isno reason why it should 
not be hastily completed. 

Thus has a dificult probiem been solved 
wisely and well, and itis only just to give 
honor in this manner to those to whom 
honoris due. It is unnecessary to dilate 
upon the good results that are sure to fol- 
low. If nothing more comes of it than the 
making practical of an interior sewer sys- 
tem, every property-owner would have rea- 
sonto be thankful, but this is not all. 
Look out for a good pavement on Colorado 
street and keep your eyeon that Hotel 
Green annex, besides numerous minor bles- 
sings which it is impossible to classify.
